Ditappaaranoe of Game in Canada. 

A •writer in a Canadian paper.epealring 
of the disappearuuce of game, says 
that while making an official 
tour through the countries ol Fionten- 
ao -ud' A^jdiDgton recently, he was 
'. BurpriBei ifit'the grevious complaints 
made hy residents throughout the 
country at the wholesale destrr.ction 
and threatened extirpation not only of 
the fur bearing nuimals, but of all 
other game inhabiting the forosta. It 
appears that the present game law is 
gQ ambiguous that few persona are able 
..: to Explain what really constitutes tbe 
J' game laws; consequently, everybody 
constiues thorn to suit his own pur- 
pose, and all the game is looked upoa 
as common property for whoever secB 
fit to hunt, anii deslroy in tbe most 
reckless manner. For instance, the 
muskrata, by united effort during tbe 
autumn and' fall, build bouses of Uax 
and weedi in tbe marshes along tbo 
margin of some of the inland lakes in 
which they dwell during the winter, 
.^AndSvhence they can go down into 
' the water to feed when occasion re- 
quires it. UnprincipoUed trappers cut 
open such houses and catch a few of 
the inmates, then leave the bouses 
open, which, freezing^op.^cause the 
destriiction of theiwlible family ; then, 
■ in tbe spring hundreds of half-grown 
rata, comparatively of little wortu, are 
killed by such persons. Again, tbe 
deer are slaughtered in the moht un- 
merciful manner in nearly every sea- 
ion of the year. In the mouth ofMaicb, 
when the snow is very deep and a 
thick, crust over it, .they ^Buffer,. the 
most.' They are tracked lip 'by men 
on snow-shoes, and become an easy 
prey. Sometimes eight or ton of them 
are killed in one spot. Partridge, 
woodcock, wild ducks and all other 
wild game are hunted so much at im- 
propet seasons that they are getting 
•xceedingly scant throughout the 
obun'try.

THE SESSION. 

Tho Beoond BOBsion of the eecoud Pro- 
tinoiul Legislative Aasembly of British 
Columbia, which was brought to a eloso 
y«8terday, has been an eventful one. Tho 
Opposition's onslaught on the Ministry; 
the attempt made to place the latter in a 
false position on the Railway question by 
misreporting the remarUa of the Chief 
CommisBioner; and the pressure brought 
upon the House by persons outside of 
it, contributed to render the first half of 
the session more than ordinarily exciting 
and interesting. Somehow or another 
the impression had got abroad that the 
Premier was a man who could be easily 
frightened with a little noise nnd bluster 
from outside parties. Ht'uco several so- 
called "puV)lio" nieotiuga were got to- 
gether, and the "tallest" kind of stiidu- 
lent rot indulged in. The ChineBO in the 
time of the Opium War thought to fright- 
en the British army by setting oflf fire- 
oraokers and beating tom-toms. The 
Fhilfaarmonio Hall philosophers, when 
they wanted to frightea M». Elliott from 
his policy, resorted to truculent throats 
against the Ministry and tho Legislature. 
When Mr. Elliott refused to receive a de- 
putation from Pbilbnrmonic Hall, or to 
' be questioned as to the personnel of his 
Ministry, tho excitement ran high; but 
when the Premier took the first opportu- 
nity in tho House of saying that "uomat- 
ter what threats might be indulged in he 
intended to retain his Ministerial collea- 
gues and to pursue a line of policy that 
seemed to him best," the bags of wind at 
Philbarmonio Hall collapsed, and the 
philosophers retired baffled and beaten 
ftrom the field. 

The course of the Ministry during the 
session has been onn of dignified firmness, 
and it will shortly I'c ackuowledged by 
every one that thoii- policy in accepting 
Lord Carnarvon's suggestions was the 
best that could have been adopted. Not 
a jot or tittle of the rights of the Province 
has been waived. No portion of tho Car- 
narvon terms or propositions has been 
surrendered. In no sense have the claims 
o: the people to Eailway construction 
been weakened or compromised. And 
while mointaiuing u Btri.ightforward and 
firm attitude towards Canada, the Minis- 
try have refrained from indulging in irri- 
tating language or silly throats that 
would farther co-nplicate our relations 
with Ottawa which poor, mistaken Mr. 
Walkem got into a mess so deplorable. In 
spite of the conduct of the Opposition the 
Bailway problem is approaching a solu- 
tion that will bo satisfactory to tho Pro- 
vince. 

Thirty-five Bills have been passed by 
the House, and on the whole tho legisla- 
. tionof tbe^Sessionmay be said to have 
teen' of a bonefibiaV character. Some of 
these Acts we shall take pleasure in re 
viewitig at a future day. Amongst tho 
best measures wo place the Act for con- 
solidcting and revising the laws; tho Act 
to encourage the mining of gold bearing 
quartz; tho Act for the protection of coal 
miners; the Act to prohibit the sale of 
liquor to minors; the Act to provide for 
the better administration of Justice; and 
^'le Loan Act.

R&ilway Route and the Last Telegram. 

■iDiTon Cnr.nMiKT' — Tn yniir pxnlnaivn 

telegram of to-day's date (18th April) 
there arc two important statements .which, 
unexplained, might prove misleading. 

The first, as one of the ho.idings to tbe 
telegram, is to the following efl'ect: "Naval 
ofBcers favor Burrard Inlet." Tho second, 
in the body of the telegram, mentions 
that "Admirals Cochrane, Biohards and 
Farquhar, and Captain Ponder favor 
Burrard Inlet as a harbor." 

About two months or more ago you 
published in The Colonist questions pre- 
pared at the Colonial Office, London, and 
respecting the harbor accommodations, 
anohornges, soundings, &o., of seven of 
tho numerous inlets indentiug tho coast 
of tho mainland of British Columbia. 
Our Lioutenaut-GovoiDor obtained from 
competent persons here for transmission 
to Ottaiva auswers to these questions. It 
was thought strange by Eome here that, 
no inquiry was made from the Colonial 
Office about Esquimau or Barclay 
Sound on ■Vancouver Island. 

Our representative, Mr. W. J. Macdon- 
ald, inquired lately in tho Ottawa Senate 
why questions had not been asked ns to 
the comparp.tive me rits of island inlets 
and harbors, and was told by Senator 
11. W. Soott, who is also a member of tbo 
Ministry, that ho thought the Dominion 
Government possessed all needful infor- 
mation as to Esquimau and Bareltiy 
Sound, The preference by naval officers 
of Burrard Inlet as a harbor over north- 
ern mainland inlets will not surprieo any 
ono who knows this coast. 

It will now be evident that noithcr 
Esquimau nor Barclay Sound were sub- 
mitted to the naval officers as places re- 
garding which their opinion was solicited, 
and that the favoring Burrard Inlet by 
Admiral Richards and others is only in so 
far as it is compared with other mainland 
inlets, and not in any woy in comparison 
with either Esquimau or Barclay Sound.

The orowd in attendance at the Logis 
lativo Hall to witness the prorogation was 
not nearly so largo ss.that.w^ludlitWitness- 
ed the opening ou the 2l8t of February 
laat. The doui of the House and the 
galleries were comfortably filled, how 
ever, and considerable interest was maul 
fosted in the proceedings. Amongst the 
assemblage wore Mrs. and Miss Elliott, 
Miss Douglas, Mrs. Bushby, Eev. Mr. 
Gribbell and Mrs. Oribbell, Rev. John 
Eaid, Rov. Mr. Good and Mrs. Gore, 
Mrs. Smitho, Mrs. Ash, Mrs. Milby, Mrs. 
Hett, Mrs. Beaven, Mr. and Mrs. Good, 
Mrs. Higgins, Mra. Karris, Mrs. West 
giirtb, Mrs. Leech, Mrf.

aocoptanco, a Bill intituled "An Act for 
" granting certain sums of Money required 
for defraying the expenses of Civil Gov- 
ernment for the year 1877, andfor making 
good certain sums expended in the Public 
Service in 187*1, and lor other purposes." 

To this Bill the Clerk of the Legisla- 
tive Assembly, by His Honor's command, 
did thereupon fay; — 

"In Uor Majortty's name His Honor the 
Lieutenant Governor dotli thank Her 
"Majesty's lojal subjects, accept their 
- bonovolenco, and assent to this Bill." 
Then, His Honor the Lioiitenaut-Gov- 
ernor waa pleaBod to deliver thefpllowing 
ffpfecl^!— 



Mr. Speaker and Gentlemen of the Legisla- 
tive Astemhly. 

It is now my duty and pleasure to re- 
lieve you from your legislative labors, 
and I thank you for the attention you have 
bestowed upon the severol questions of 
public interest that have been submitted 
to you. 

The session at present closing has been 
somowbat protracted, and I trust the 
results will prove to bo commensurate 
with the t^me and care you liave do cheer- 
fully devoted to your duties. 

I am gratifled to observe that several 
Acts of a private and local nature have 
been pnssjd, which indicate an increasing 
tendency to foster and encourage Provin- 
cial interests and enterprise. 
• The Act for revising and consolidating 
the laws of British Colunabia I consider 
to be a useful and necessary measure, and 
shall receive earnest attention during the 
recess. 

1 am hopeful that the sum you have, 
with prudent consideration, provided for 
encouraging the erection of a quartz mill 
in Cuiiboo will induce capitalists to in- 
vest in an undertaking which will give o 
permanent character to mining operations 
and toud to develop in an emenent de- 
gree the latent wealth of that important 
district. 

The probable completion of the Pacific 
Railway Surveyii at an early period of the 
present year will, I trust, onablo the Do- 
minion Government to commoneo 
construction at the seaboard of this 
Province within the period intimated by 
Lord Carnarvon, and thereby inaugurate 
that season of prosperity to which the in- 
habitants of :; the>gProTisoe Iiafe^so.long 
looked forward. 

I thank you, in Her Majesty's name, 
for the provision that you have made for 
the requirements of Public Service, audi 
assure you that the utmost economy and 
care shall bo exercised in the expenditures 
which will be necessary during the year. 

The Honorable'Mr. Elliott, Provincial 
Secretary, then said T-^" " °* 
Mr. Speaker and Ooiitleman of the Legisla- 
tive Assembly: 

It is His Honor the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor's will and pleasure that this.

Coun. Trounce thought Sunday trad- 
ng ->va3 carried on to a very injurious o x- 
tent and that it would be well to pass a 
by-law preventing it. As the law stands 
thel Police have no powor to' prevent Obi- 
numen trading or even bnilding a house 
ou Sunday if they wished. He tlierefore 
moved that a by-law bo drawn np to pre- 
vent Sunday trading. 

Conn. Turner seconded the motion. 
Coun. Williams said men arrived hero 
in a state of almost nudity and wo should 
allow them to get what they granted. Ho 
was against closing saloons on tba^ day as 
he thought a man should be allowed to 
have his glass of beer on Sunday as well 
as on any other day. 

Coun. Jeffroe moved that it be taken up 
in committee. 

Coun. Marvin, seconded by Coun. Red- 
fern, moyed^tliat the , petition be referred 
back to ascertain what the other immorali- 
ties complained of where. Carried. 

Com. from Jos. Gosnoll handing Cor- 
poration 818 21 fees received on account 
of City weighing machine. 
Com. from Mr. R. Beavon asking that 

the lines of ; street be defin'ed in 

order tbat hs opald put up a fence in the 
right place. 

Communication from F. W. Green, 
handing approximate estimate of cost of 
extending water mains. 

Conn. Trounce wished the opinion of 
the Council as to gravelling Waddington 
alloy; also as to repairs on Menzies street 
near Quebec street. He proposed that 
these should bo done by the teams at 
present at wnrk. 

Coun. FiulnyKon before going ou wit h 
this drew tho attention of the Council to 
the fact that the bank balance is very high 
and thought that we should reduce' this 
before increasing further expense. 

Coun. Williams seeonded Councillor 
Tronnce's motion. 

C»un. Marvin thought there wan n largo 
amount of work being done over at jAme.s 
Bay which was not authorized by the 
Obunoil. He thought tbe work was to a 
great extent a useless expenditure of 
money at present. 

Coun. Fiulayeon thought that we had 
many useful matters on which wo could 
expend our money without going any 
further with repairing roads, ospociiilly uh 
during tbe summer tho roads will bo all 
dry. Wo certainly might wait till tbe 
autumn, when he hoped our finances 
would be in a more satisfactory state. 

Couu. Trounce's motion that Wadding- 
ton allay be gravelled, and also Menzie 
street repaired, and that it bo done by the 
day was carried, 

Coun. Marvin moved that a contract bo 
called for gravelling Waddington alloy. 

Conn. Williams thought Menzies street 
and Dallas rondshould be included. 

Coun. Marvin was willing to include all 
the repairs in James Bay Ward. Carried. 

Conn. Turner moved that the City Sur- 
veyor bo instructed to e.xamiuo and report 
on the state of Rock Bay bridge. 

Coun. Williams moved that the bridge 
be roplanked at once and tenders "be call- 
ed for it. 

Coun. Rodforn moved as an amendment 
that tho City Surveyor bo instructed to 
o.xauiiuo both James Bay and Rock Bay 
bridges and report tho repairs nooossnry 
and the probable cost ef such. 
Carried. 

Coun. Jeifree called tbe attention of tho 

Council to Mr. Tissott's claim for domage 
done by the Board of Health by Washing 
out his houHOH and doing groat damage to 
tho properly at tho tin;o. 

Coun. Marvin thought that the Hum 
claimed should bo paid, namely $100. 
This was put and carried. 
Coun. Trounce moved that the public 
bo permitted to dump any ashes, gra<ling 
ot Htroots, or earth, on Pembroke street. 
Carried. 

Tho Council then wont into Committee 
on tho proposed By-law to ouablo tho Cor- 
poration to raise $25,000 for tho purpose 
of extending the vaterfforkn. with Coun. 
Vi&^^BOit in fit* Obi^ir. 



Coun. Williams was in favor of raising 
$25,000; but not in favor of putting a tax 
on real estate. 

Mayor Drake said the Council seomed 
to think that it was necessary to raise 
money and tho only way allowed them 
was to follow the Municipality Act and 
put a tax on real estate. If there was any 
difficulty about the sum named they 
mifiht reduce it to S15,000,and he thought 
thero could be men found who would 
take debentures for this amount ou tho 
solvency of tho Corporation. Ho was, 
however, in favOr of tho By-law. 

Coun. Marvin thought that proposing 
to tax tho people would not. meet with 
favor for the people do not think that 
■Ehey are at present in a condition to 
pay any extra taxes, and as to extending 
tho water worksj^e should have to send 
to England for the pipes which would 
take a year. Ho theroforo thought there 
was no occasion to rfiiso tho money now. 
A good idea would bo to make a fund of 
nil monies in excess of the expenses of 
tho water works, and than at the end of a 
year they would have quite a little sum to 
commenoia repairing:the dam. 

Coun. "Trounce was not in favor of ex- 
tra taxation at present. He thought it 
uocoasary, however, to raiso a small sum 
to ouablo them to repair tho drain; but at 
tho same time would not bo in favor of 
raising more than §15,000. 

Coun. Redfern was in favor of the by- 
law, but thought $15,000 would be suffici- 
ent. This would eniible them'to increase 
the water works and at the same time en- 
able thom to pay off some of the pressing 
liubilities. 

Coun. Turner, seconded by Coun, Jef- 
froe, moved tbat in lieu of an addition of 
one-sixth of one per cent, on real estate, 
be it resolved that a rata of one-tenth of 
one per cent, be raised and poid out of 
tho ])rosent real estate tax of one i;er cent. 
Carried. 

The Clerk was ordciod to got tho City 
Barrister to amend tho Bylaw in confor- 
mity to raiso §20,000. 

A B.ylaw to Amend the Bylaw for Rais- 
ing a Municipal Revenue, i875. 

Mayor Drake moved, seconded by Coun. 
Redfern, that this Bylaw pass its "second 
reading. 

Coun. Marvin, seconded by Couu. Jef- 
freo, moved that tho B^'law bo considered 
clause by clause. Carried. 

Clause -1, on motion of Coun. Marvin, 
that tho present rates of the theatre be 
not altered, was withdrawn. 

Coun. Turner moved that the rates in 
the theatre be S5 per night or §50 per 
month; other minor exhibitions 32 50 a 
night or S25 per month. Carried. 

Mayor Drake moved that tbe license on 
commercial travelers bo ,S10 forC mouths. 
Carried. 

Bylaw passed its second ond final read- 
ing. Adjourned at 10:15 p.m. ;.

"Mr. Lowe assisted iu laying out tho 
Reserve and idont'fies tho "land applied 
for Mr. McGonnell as a portion of the 
abovenamed reserve. 

"Tho Reserve in question has never 
been gazetted as an Indian Beiierve in ao- 
oordauce with Section 42 of th*e Xiand'Abt 
1870. 

"The Lan-co-ment or Oh-com-oth 
Reserve is tho only Reserve in the Osoy- 
oos division, it has been occupied by In- 
dians siuco tho whites first settled in that 
section of country, and that thero have 
been improvements on tbe Reserve since 
1862, consisting of a church, dwelling 
houses, and land under cultivation and 
foDced." 

"Tho Cnmmitfee linvn not, had the op- 
portunity of obtiiining ondence from Mr. 
McGonnell; but from tho o;id2nco before 
them are of opinion that the Assistant 
Comuiissiouer of Lands & Works at.Osoy-; 
oos was justiliod in refusing the 'applica- 
tion of James McConnell.

Betting and* Pboii-SEiiniNO. — An Act 
for tbe repression of betting and pool-sell- 
ing in tho Dominion has passed the 
House of Commons. It provides that in 
case any person uses or knowingly allows 
any part of any premises under his con- 
trol to bo used for the purpose of record- 
ing or registering any bet or wager, or 
selliug any jjool, or keeps, exhibits, or 
employs, or knowingly allows to be kept, 
exhibited, or employed, in any part of 
any premises under his control, any de- 
vice or apparatus, for the purpose of re- 
cording or registering any bot or wager 
or selling any pool, or becomes the custo- 
dian or depositary of any money, proper- 
ty, or valuable thing staked, wagered, or 
pledged, or records or registers any bet 
or wager, or sells any pool; upon the re- 
sult (n) of any political or muncipal elec- 
tion or (h) of any race, or (c) of any con- 
test or trial of skill or endurance of man 
or beast; such person is guilty of a mis- 
demeanor. and shall be liable to be im- 
prisoned in' any common gaol for any 
term less than one year, with or with- 
out hard labor, and to a fine not exceed- 
ing one thousand dollars. Provided al- 
ways, that this Act shall not extend to any 
person by reason of his becoming the 
custodian or depositary of any money, 
property or valuable thing staked, to be 
paid to the^rinner of any lawfal race, 
sport, game, or exeroiae,' or to the 
owner of any horse engf^ed in any lawful 
race.

Constantinople. April 17. — The Mon- 
tenegrin delegates left this city yesterday 
for home 711a Odessa. 

Official communication contradicts the 
report that tbe Government contemplates 
proclaiming a state siege in Coustanti- 
nople^or^iihyrPthec'ipara ihthe empire. 

St. PETBnsBUBO, April 17.— The Czar 
leaves for the army immediately. He will 
confine himself to inspecting troops and 
will not take part in cnmijaign. The 
order of day announcing declaration of 
war is not yet issued. In oflicial circles 
it is represented that the present situation 
compels Russia in a certain degree to act 
singlehanded, Russia alone among 'great 
powers having mobilized. 

London, April 10. — In the House of 
Lords, Earl Derby replying to Earl Gran- 
ville, vindicated the signing of the jjro- 
tocol because Count Schouvaloff objected 
to their publication. Schouvaloff was 
questioned as to^whether Russia was pro- 
pared to disarm 'if England signed and 
said that depends on Turkey's attitude. 
England declared tbat she signed with 
that object. If tnat object wero not gain- 
ed the document should bo made to serve 
another purpose. England attempted 
mediation between Russia and Turkey; 
but when one power refused mediation it 
mattered not what form was choiieu. If 
England bad not signed the protocol all 
responsibility fdr war would have been 
tbroH n upon her. 

London, April 15. — The Standard's 
special from Pesth says all the journals 
here aro agreed that it is impossible for 
Austria and Hungary to remain neutral, 
Thoy argue in favor of an alliance with 
England against Russia. Austria and 
Hungary aro even more interasted than 
England in preventing tbeentranoe of tho 
Russians into Bulgaria. 

Home, April 15. —It is said in view of 
complications Russia ha;; proposed to the 
Vatican to settle long existing differenoos, 
A telegram from liomo repvoaonts the 
Vatican elated at the prospect of war and 
hopes Russiamay gain some preliminary 
advantages iu which case it hos persuaded 
itself tbat the war would booonie general, 
Reports have ronched Cardinal Semin- 
one from Central Russia intimating that 
an international outbreak is iminincuit in 
Russian-Poland aud contiguous Russian 
provinoes. Preparations for tho move- 
ment have long been going on. ' 

Vienna, April 15.— It is oflaoially con- 
firmed that tho Roumanian troops will 
oppose the pnssago of tho Danube by tho 
Turkish army ;but will allow the Russians 
to cross the Pruth. , , .;
